. itei it has stalled, 
loday a good fire department makes pre- 
vention its most important activ ity, 
it inspects homes, enlists the 
co-operation ol businesses, suggests safeguards. 
But this work 
has been sadly hampered—as has the work of those private or- 
ionizations which labor for fire prevention—by public apathy 
There are thousands of homes and buildings in which new wiring 
IS needed, in which rubbish has been allowed to accumulate here 
and there, in which gasoline and similar household explosives 
ate mishandled. 
Many of the owners of such properties know 
this—and do nothing. 
Hiey may have the best intentions in the 
world, uu\\ ma\ plan on taking the necessary steps for safety 
soon —but that is of little benefit when the blaze starts.
